They had to wait until» Tuesday for a steamer, and did not 
get into Aberdeen till Thursday night:” 

One of the most agreeable features of this kind of travelling about tho 
Highland lochs is, that you see, under the most delightful combination 
of favourable circumstances, every One of the varied garments in which 
it pleases Dame Nature to show off her charms. That, perhaps, is a 
clumsy way of putting it; but, described in poetry, or writ in prose, the 
fact remains the same. The excellent service of steamboats begins daily 
before eight o'clock, and in the majority of instances ends there too, for 
there is only one boat a day from the chief starting places. From 
Tobermory, for instance, you have to leave at about four in the morning 
if you travel by the Oban boat, and you are enabled to enjoy all the 
glories of the dawn as they reveal themselves in the sky and water and 
hill, as you steam through the Sound of Mull. At Oban, it does not 
matter whether you are going to the Coolin Hills and Loch Scavaig, or to 
Staffa, or north or south, the boats are off at cight prompt; and it is 
notorious that some people are obliged to remain in Oban a week, simply 
because, in six days out of the seven, they cannot get up early enough 
to catch a boat which will take them away. All the brightness of the 
morning, all the splendour of noon, all the magnificence of sunset, and 
all the gentle joys of the sweet gloaming are the reward of those who are 
afloat in the free air all day, going hither and thither in a country where 
it is simply impossible to go wrong. 

Thus it was with us this morning. It was a painfal effort for Athos, 
whose hour of rising is usually ten, to get up at six. It was little better 
for Ellesmere, whose wife, it ia said, has regularly to pour cold water on 
his head, in order to get him down to a nine o’clock breakfast. Tt was 
cruel on Staatsundiger who would never get up at all, unless physical 
force was applied, or his business in the cotton market compelled him. 
We all, in fact, felt, as we met on the boat, that we were up and about so 
early that if we were seen in Manchester streets at such an hour our 
friends would at once conjecture that we had been out all night, and were 
skulking home for clean collars. But we had our reward. Verily virtue 
sometimes is rewarded, only it generally happens that the virtue which 
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receives recognition is that which a man has no option but to adopt. 
Tired citizens, wearied brainworkers, worried merchants! throw away 
care, and pen, and pattern book, and come up here into the wild north, to 
breathe the brisk, crisp, exhilarating air which blows fresh over the lofty 
mountain tops and through the cool dark glens ; and you will want no quinine 
or pepsine or champagne to keep yourselves together, your head clear, or 
your tongue clean. If you want tone or stimulus, here it is in the wind 
of heaven, and if you want refreshment there is whiskey in the cabin. 

Ii was a grand morning, and as we sped along through the river-like 
atretch of water we could drink in all its beauty. What is there like the 
early morning air’ Does ever such a golden glamour rest upon clear 
water, and gravelled beach, and grey mountain, as when the sunshine 
glints and gliminers upon all in turn in the infancy of the day? In such 
a scene atsuch an hour, Nature is not a synonym for an abstraction— 
a bald phrase to be used flippantly ; she is real and positive, a Being loving 
and lovable, as she awakes from her star-watched slumber, under the 
amorous glances of the God of Day. ‘She sleeps a’ nicht in her claes, 
yet they're never rumpled; her awakenin’ face she turns up dewy to the 
sun, and Zephyr wipes it wi’ his wing without disturbin’ its dreamy ex- 
pression. Never see ye her hair in papers, for crisp and curly, far-streamin’ 
and wide-wavin’ are her locks, as alternate shadow and sunbeams dancin’ 
on the dancin’ music of some joyous river rollin’ awa’ to the far-off sea ; 
and after a long, downgazing, serene, and spiritual look o’ hersel’, breathin’ 
her orison prayers in the reflectin’ magic o’ some loch like an inland 
ocean, stately steps she frae the east, and a’ that meet her, mair especially 
the poet, who draps doon amid the heather in devotion on his knees, kens 
that she is indeed the Queen of the whole universe.” It was the Ettrick 
Shepherd who spoke ; but it was in Mr. Ambrose’s blue parlour in Edin- 
burgh that he said it ; and the passage comes to memory as this record 
is being written in praise of the beauties which seemed to permeate all 
space in that lovely morning journey. 

Little farmhouses hugged the shore, and in the dwarfed meadows we 
could see the kine gathering together from the northward, while now and 
then on the higher hillside we saw the shepherd with his inseparable 
colly; and in our wake, gambolling overhead, or darting like gleams of 
light down to the water, followed a flock of gannets. There, to the left, 
opens up Loch Goil, the ‘dark and stormy water” across which the 
Chief of Ulva’s Isle carried Lord Ullin’s daughter. You know Mr. 
Brodie’s picture ; it is at Salford now, and should be seen. But one cannot 
help thinking, as one looks at it, that Ulva's chief might put his arms to 
better service than in encircling the lady’s neck with them, when the 
raging waters are threatening to swamp the boat, and the solitary rower 
needs a lusty helpmeet. The boatman must have been inclined to say as 
did the Highlander who was ferrying Norman Macleod across Loch Etive. 
It was a rough passage, and for a moment there was danger, and one clergy- 
man suggested to the other that they should offer np prayer. ‘Na, na,” 
said the Scot, ‘ the little nn may pray, but the big un mun tak’ an oar,” 
which is the very thing Ulva’s chief should have done on his adventurous 
voyage as depicted on Mr. Brodie’s canvas. That ridge of mountain 
which projects wed¢e-like hetween the waters of Goil and Long is Argyle’s 
Rowling Green, strewn with huge boulders which the common fancy, no 
doubt,has likened at some time to bowls. And far away beyond these is 
Lochgilphend, a pleasant little village, from which another road to Inverary 
rons throngh a delightful valley, which the people, with their usual per- 
versity, just because it isso lovely, have christened Hell’s Glen. Still 
on, as through a great river, with splendid mountain forms on each side, 
and continual curves and twists which turn the channel now into a basin 
and again into, apparently, a cul de sac, antil the shores begin to recede 
and the waters to expand ; and soon we see the opening of the loch, and 
under the bright sunlight look ont upor the broad bosom of the crowded 
Clyde.

& oMETIME ago we had occasion to comment on the vexatious character 
§ of acharge brought by the English agents of an American firm, 
“~~ against a well-known firm of stationers in this city, for selling what 
are known as American playing cards. The Yankee-like smartness of this 
move was well displayed at the time in a letter from Mr. Abel Hey- 
yood, junr., Which appeared in the columns of our daily contemporaries ; 
snd our object in again alluding to it is merely that it may be kept before 
our readers’ minds, whilst we point out a couple of instances for the 
parpose of showing that however tender the American conscience may be 
inthe matter of trade infringements which operate adversely to their 
interest, our cousins across the ‘‘ herring pond” are not over and above 
scrupulous about using other men’s brains and offering up the literary 
productions of other countries to their readers, in the shape of resurrec- 
tion ple. 

In the Manchester Weekly Post, some time ago, there appeared a 
piece entitled ‘‘ Sensible to the Last,”’ extracted from the Cleveland Heralds 
which ran thus :—

“Then there’s Mrs. Jones, up at the creek, she owes me $1.50 for 
chiekens.’’ 

‘Ah! look at that, now, for a moind; she forgets nothing.” 

“And Mrs. Brown, in the village, she owes me $2.30 for milk.” 

“Dye hear that? Sensible to the last; sensible to the last! Go on, 
my dear.” 

* And——and——” 

“"Ya?* 

“And Mrs. Roberts, at the tool-gate, I owe her——” 

“Ah! poor dear! poor dear!”’ broke in old Tom, hastily; ‘how her 
moind does be wandering! Sure we've allowed her to talk too much 
entirely, #0 we have!” 

Now, anyone at all well acquainted with Scottish anecdotal lore must 
Inow that this is neither more nor less than a poor Yankee adaptation of a 
treumstance which occurred in the town of Peebles during the boyhood 
of Wm. and Robert Chambers. In that town there lived acarrier named Dayid 
loch, whose brain was in a state of what the Bishop of Peterborough would 
call ‘not too bigoted sanity,” but who, on certain occasions, displayed a 
shrewd perception of which side of the bread the butter lay on, equal to 
that evinced by the daft lad who, on being reqnested to choose between a 
wovercign and a penny, discreetly observed, ‘Well, I’se no’ greedy, un’ 
I'l take th’ little un.” David Loch’s mother came to die, and in the 
presence of her neighbours, who had gathered at the side of her box-bed— 
abed like a lnge cupboard, that closed in with folding doors—she began 
{0 dispose of her effects. ‘‘ The house will be Davie’s, of course, and the 
funiture, too.” ‘Eh, hear her!’ exclaimed the delighted Davie, ‘ sen- 
tible to the last, sensible to the last.” ‘ The lyingsiller——”’ “Eh, yes; 
how clear she is about everything!" “The lying siller is to be divided 
between my two daughters.” ‘ Steek the bed doors,” cried David, “steck 
the bed doors ; she’s raving noo.” 

There cannot, we opine, be any doubt in the mind of areasonable reader 
that some writer for the Cleveland Herald has plagiarised the anecdote 
just related, for the purpose of making the piece callefl ‘Sensible to the 
Tast,"” to which we have referred, and also quoted ; and it does seem rather 
urd that poor David Loch should be robbed of his well-won laurels by a 
nember of that nation whieh is said to “lick creation.” It is also passing 
‘tange that such a plagiarism in such an obscure American weekly should 
wavel all the way across the Atlantic, and be copied into the pages of an 
English journal. 

The other instance which we propose citing consists of a story ealled 
‘Harry Mortimer’s Romance,” which appeared inthe Manchester Evening 
News about the same time, and was copied from the Danbury News. Our 

‘sumé of this story must necessarily be very brief, whiéh is, perhaps, 
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fortunate, for it enables us to omit quoting a quantity of that maudlin 
sentiment which is so favourite a mental pabulum of American readers. 

Harry Mortimer was the favourite of his rich uncle, Mr. Mortimer, who 
promised to leave him all his fortune, “ every farthing, my boy,” pro- 
viding he married the lady selected by his uncle, who was desirous of a 
rich match. Tho hero, however, one day appeared before his uncle with 
the information that he had fallen in love with one Miriam Langton, a 
nursery governess. His uncle vetoed the proposed maich and took his 
promising nephew there and then to be introduced to a certain Miss 
Arabelle Burr, ‘worth a cool quarter of a million, an orphan, and a 
beauty,” who was visiting at a Mrs. Brown’s. Mrs. Brown, however, was 
reported out, and all that could be then done was to leave the orthodox 
pieces of pasteboard. On passing one of Mrs. Brown’s house windows the 
old gentleman, Mr. Mortimer, spied a very pretty young lady whom he 
instantly decided was Miss Arabelle Burr. He pointed her out to his 
nephew Harry (who meanwhile had discovered in her his own Miriam 
Langton—of which discovery he preserved a discreet silence), and made 
him promise, there and then, to marry her. The next day old Mr. 
Mortimer set out for Canada, where he stayed three months, and on his 
return was received by Harry and his wife, of whose true personality he 
was still ignorant, and in the midst of his congratulations in walked Mrs.

Wr* can doubt that one of the most potent reasons why there are 
4 l $0 many spinsters knocking about is just because they fear 
matrimony and all its consequences? ‘To bo a wife is all very 
well in its way; but there are drawbacks. Mr. Crompton Iutton, judgo 
of the Bolton County Court, has just given a judgment which shows that 
wife is sometimes another name for slave. A woman, named Mary 
Worthington, of Slaterfield, brought an action against Thomas Atherton, 
of Weston-street, to recover £4. 4s. for seven weeks’ maintenance of his 
wife. Mrs. Atherton said she left her husband for beating her, drinking, 
stopping off his work, and breaking the furniture. The Judge: He has « 


right to break his own furniture. That is no reason for a wife leaving her 


husband. Defendant denied the alleged cruelty, and said he would find 
his wife suitable lodgings if she would return to him, Mrs. Atherton, 
however, said she was unwilling to live in lodgings, The judge told the 
defendant’s wife that there were: women quite as respectable as she who 
had to live with their husbands in lodgings, and were glad to do it; and 
though her husband’s conduct might have justified her in leaving him 
for a time, she was not justified in remesuing away. In these cases the 


‘ husband was the master. What the poct said was good theology, “‘ He 


for God only; she for God and him;” and it was for the woman to obey 
her husband except under certain circumstances. The verdict must be for 
the defendant. What does our dear friend Miss Becker say to this? To 
be a spinster is surely better than to be a slave. 


At Birmingham, on Wed- 
nesday, a publican was fined 40s. and costs for supplying police-constables 


| with liqnor while on duty. Shortly before midnight a police-sergeant

THE THEATRES. 


Tor the Royal, Uncle Tom’s Cabin promises to be a great success, How 
‘A could it be otherwise with its magnificent scenery, good acting, ‘and 

‘“‘ genuine niggers?” For once, the Royal has made a decided hit, 
The house has been packed nightly. In fact, there has been quite a rush 
after “‘ Uncle Tom” during the week. To-morrow there is to be a morm- 
ing performance, and no doubt that both then and for the next two weeks, 
after which ‘‘ Uncle Tom” must go elsewhere, there will, as heretofore, 
be large and enthusiastic audiences. It goes without saying that the ap- 
pearance of Mrs. Calvert and Miss Ges Smythe in the piece adds very 
much to its attractiveness. All round, the acting is good, and, as for the 
singing and the dancing of the freed negro slaves, they are simply inimit- 
able. Perhaps no one would care to see Uncle Tom’s Cabin more than 
once, for its chief, if not its only, charm consists in its novelty ; but every- 
body, old and young, should see it at least once. 


It is somewhat common-place to say that so long as our language exists 
will Goldsmith’s delightful prose-idyll, ‘‘The Vicar of Wakefield” com- 
mend itself to all lovers of literature. The simplicity of its pathos, the 
many rare touches of delicate humour, and the home interest of its inci- 
dents, make more than an ample appeal for sympathy. A drama by Mr. 
W. G. Wills, founded upon the turning point of the story, is now being 
produced at the Prince’s under the title of Olivia. It is scarcely an 
adaptation—in fact, the author might claim to haye written an original 
piece, to such an extent is the narrative ignored. It is certainly a very 
charming production, The first scene introduces us to The Vicarage 
Garden, where is celebrated the Silver Wedding of the Vicar (Mr. Charles 
Calvert), whose serene happiness is soon broken by hearing that his agent 
has decamped with the fortune of thefamily. To this calamity the second 
act adds another by the flight of ‘‘ Olivia” (Miss Florence Terry) with the 
“Squire” (Mr. Herbert). The interest of the drama centres in the third act, 
where an impassioned scene takes place between “ Olivia” and her deceiver. 
The fourth act is entirely interpolated. ‘‘ Squire Thornhill” makes due 
restitution, and the Christmas morn is a happy one for all. Comment 
upon the acting and mounting of the play may be dispensed with. The 
spirit of Goldsmith seems to pervade the whole, and it requires no strong 
flight of fancy to carry us back to his times. 


With Mazeppa, the Queen’s has also presented a powerful attraction to 
many this week. Miss Lisa Weber, from Astley’s, plays the part of 
“ Mazeppa,” with her highly-trained horse, Saladin. The piece is well 
acted and well put on the stage. Some may possibly object to the scanti- 





ness of Miss Weber's attire. It is said, indeed, that the Dramatic Reform

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PARTY ORGANISATION. 


iy 7 § we anticipated, the Forster-Illingworth correspondence has cansed 
APA. quite a stir throughout the whole country on the subject of party 
organisation. One would almost think, after reading all that is 
being said and written on the question, that the organisation of political 
parties, particularly the organisation of the Liberal party, is nothing short 
of a national calamity and a breach of the moral law. We had hoped 
that the days were past when such nonsense would find encouragement 
and expression. But we were mistaken. The fact is—let us own it at once 
we are still in astate of political babyhood. What our teachers are 
tolling is is really this :—‘* By all means entertain political principles, 
but, for God's sake, don’t adopt any sensible means for making your prin- 
ciples triumphant. True, yon may form yourselves into associations, you 
may adopt rules, you may seek to act decently and orderly, you may talk 
as much as you please about the power and the sacredness of principles, 
but—don’t put your regulations in force ; in short, confine yourselves to 
pallaver.”” What are the facts’ Ever since parties existed, these parties 
have held certain principles and been led by certain men. Organisation may 
not have been there in name, but it has always been there in reality. There 
are hundreds of constituencies—chiefly county constituencies—in the 
country at the present day in which no recognised organisation prevails ; 
yet even there leaders, acknowledged leaders, are present. What they do 
is done because nobody else will do it, or, at least, because nobody ‘else 
does it. They pull the strings, select candidates, look after the registers, 
and, for the most part, pay the piper; and, in general, are loyally backed 
up. When we come to other constituencies—mostly borough constitnen 
cies—we find that the opposing parties are organised; that is, they have 


remnlarly-appointed officers, a code of rules and a list of members. What | 


then? Uf order is desirable, admirable, and serviceable in everything 
else, surely it cannot be all that is bad in polities. We are wearied with 
the twaddle with which the daily papers are being delnged on this matter. 
“Now is the time,” shrieks the Pall Mall CGarette after its approved 
fashion-—‘‘ now is the time when the dominion of the cauéens must be 
challenged and withstood ; honest and far-seeing men, of whatever party, 
are honnd to show how disastrons the new system may prove, and how 
unworthy of comparison with its certain losses are its marrow and 
temporary gains. But if the national mind is to be aronsed to this 
grave danger to free and progressive government it mnet not he 
14d into the disenssion of collateral issues and minor controversies. 
Mr. Forster, in refusing to submit to the demands of the Bradford 
Committee, took up a position which completely covered his own case, 
and which did not compel him to make a stand against the cancns 
system as a whole. He argued that as a sitting member the Liberal 
caneus wis bontid to consider him as their regular candidate, 
unless special and sufficient reasons could be advanced to the contrary ; 
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| 
but he did not think it necessary to show that the powers claimed by ihe 
caucus would be equally injurious if exercised over new candidates, and 
that, in fact, the community at large havo very little concern with the 
relative pretensions of different orders of candidates. It would be a mic. 
take to discuss the question of organisation from Mr. Forster's point of 
view or from that of any other particular candidate. It is the effect upon 
the political power and political character of the mass of electors that wo 
have chiefly to consider in summing up the reasons for and against 
organisation after the Birmingham model.’ . Innumerable other papers— 
from a few of which much better things might have been expected—writs 
in the same strain.

VA OST wise men disbelieve in spiritualism. Yet, it would seem, at 
least a few men of some sense are believers. The North British 
D:ily Mail told an extraordinary story the other day in recording 
what had taken place at a séance in Glasgow.

EASTWARD HO! 


f OR the legitimate oracular business, more particularly Bibliomancy 
Y, commend us in these days to the Rev. E. A. Verity, D.D., F.R.HLS., 
Y vicar of Habergham Eaves, Burnley. He was “ at it again” in the 
Manchester Courier recently. He is under the impression that the 
ingathering of Israel is not far distant, and that a material step in that 
direction has been taken in the acquisition of Cyprus by the ‘‘ wonderful 
sagacity ” of Lord Beaconsfield, ‘‘the British Solon.” ‘Cairo and Alex- 
andria,” he says, ‘‘ have suffered much by the activity of the Suez Canal, 
but in course of time their commerce will be diverted towards Cyprus, 
which will see on the opposite shore the resurrection of Tyre and Sidon, 
Antioch, Ptolemais, and Cresarea. Jerusalem will then lift up her head 
and call to her exile children, who are the soul of mercantile life, and they 
will hear and come with joy and people her deserted towns and villages.” 
But when are our Israelitish friends to be won over to the faith which Mr. 
Verity professes? Can anybody point out to us how that important feat 
js more likely to be achieved now that England administers Cyprus? How 
many Jews have been won over here and elsewhere already ? The number 
of converts made in a year might be almost counted on one’s digits. 
Financially considered, the conversion of the whole Jewish race—measured 
by past expenditure in that direction—would break the Bank of England. 
However, if it affords the orthodox Tories any consolation to imagine that 
the theft of Cyprus will facilitate the return of our Jewish friends to the 
land of their fathers, far be it from us to deny it them. We only hope 
that Lord Beaconsfield, rigged out in all the insignia of a belted earl, may 
live long enough to lead his brethren there. Our hope concerning the 
Vicar of Habergham Eaves is that he may live long enough to become 
charitable. A man who can write, as he writes, that ‘‘to set a Bulgarian 
in possession of independence is as perilous as setting the proverbial 
beggar on horseback,” is as much in need of “ conversion’ as any Jew.” 





THEATRE ROYAL LOSSES. 
ome six months ago, the Manchester Theatre Royal Company pur- 


i chased the Prince’s Theatre; and since. about the beginning of 

December the company have had an opportunity of judging how 
they like the bargain, and the public have been enabled to judge how they 
relish the arrangement. As far as the company are concerned, they seem 
to have every reason, so far, to regret the purchase, The report of the 
directors for the year ending on the 25th of March last now lies before us. 
They say,—‘‘ On its being announced that the Prince’s Theatre would be 
sold, your directors, after a full and careful consideration of the question, 
decided that it would be a great advantage to have the control over both 
theatres, and thus dispose of a powerful rival, and at the same time obtain 
a good paying property. The Prince’s Theatre, with all belonging to it, 
was purchased—as a going concern—for the sum of £40,000, the pre- 
liminary expenses in connection therewith amounting to £570. 3s, 2d.; 
and the company took possession on the 4th of December last.” Well, 
what is the result? ‘* The revenue account for the past year shows a loss 
upon the working of the ‘Theatre Royal of £10,839. 2s. 2d.” This is the 
reverse of satisfactory to the shareholders ; but then “the revenue account 
of the Prince’s Theatre from the 4th of December to the 25th of March 
shows a profit of £2,260, 17s. 11d.” After allowing a balance of 
£1,172. 10s. 2d. to go to the benefit of the Theatre Royal funds, ‘ the 
general balance sheet, including both theatres, shows the net loss at the 
end of the financial year to be £7,415, 14s. 1d.’ In concluding their 
report, the directors say this: “‘ Your directors regret the unsatisfactory 
result of the year’s working, which they believe may be attributed partly to 
the great opposition they had to contend against for the most part of the year 
inthe rivalry of the Prince’s Theatre, but mainly tothe universal commercial 
depression which has greatly operated against the financial success of all 
places of public amusement, not only in Manchester, but all over the 
United Kingdom. Since the company became possessed of the Prince’s 
Theatre, your directors have carefully considered the best means of 
working the combined establishments, with a view to reduce the cost as 
much as possible consistent with thorough efficieney—in providing such 
amusements as will meet the wishes of the public, and at the same time 
thold the high character which Manchester has attained in theatrical 
Productions, and they hope their efforts will be attended with more 
satisfactory results in future.” The company lost about £11,000 in con- 
nection with the Royal, the directors say ; they made upwards of £2,000 
in connection with the Prince’s, although some outsiders —_ that this 


— 


| latter gain would have been changed into a loss if they had charged what 
they paid for the pantomime on the revenue account. How that may be, 
we know not. What we have to do with is the fact that, taking the 
directors’ own figures, the net loss during the year was about £7,500—a 
state of matters which cannot be pleasant to the shareholders. As to tho 
public, has it been an advantage to them that the same proprietary should 
own both the principal theatres in the city? No theatre-goer would 
venture to answer that question in the affirmative. The directors them- 
selves let the cat out of the bag. They say that their object in purchasing 
the Prince’s was that they might “ have the control over both theatres,” 
that they might ‘' dispose of a powerful rival,” and that the cost connected 
with both places might be reduced “as much as possible.” Just so—to 
put the case quite plainly, perhaps also somewhat strongly—all healthy 
competition was to cease and everything was to be done for next to nothing. 
All manner of cheap, sensational, nasty, and stale pieces were to be 
produced, and the public were to be treated as though they could not 
recognise any difference between the real and the counterfeit article. Wo 
now know the result—a net loss of £7,500! Bad trade, it is true, may 
have yan? its share in the matter, but not to the tune of £7,500! ! 


HOW WE STRIKE STRANGERS, 


OREIGN visitors of all sorts find their way to England at this time 
dy of the year. It is interesting to know and to note what they think 
' of us. But then it is annoying to find them disagreeing. Two 
American strangers, for example, have been studying our military great- 
ness. One, after visiting the Royal Arsenal at Woolwich, thus unbosomed 
himself: “ I have sean the arsenals on the Continent of Europe and those 
in my own country, but I have been astonished—indeed, may say appalled— 
at what I have seen at Woolwich. You ought to make no difficulty about 
showing it to foreigners. You have only to admit them freely; let them 
see your preparations, and no country in the world would think of fighting 
you.” On reading this, our patriotism and our national pride rushed up 
to such a point that we could have jumped over the moon with the utmost 
ease. But then our ardour wis immediately and unceremoniously cooled 
on reading the following, also from an American;:—‘ It is hardly too 
much to say that the British army, as a stranger observes it now-a-days, 
is an army of boys. All the regiments are boyish; they are made up of 
lads who range from seventeen to five-and-twenty. The modern 
grenadier, as he perambulates the London pavement, is for the most part 
a fresh-coloured lad of moderate stature, who hardly strikes one as offering 
the elements of a yery solid national defence.’ No doubt we have got the 
guns; but have we got the men? Perhaps the thousands of boys in our 
army will favour us with a reply.
